If no 
satisfactory agreement is reached, J 
the union can strike July 16. 
Murray’s wreek-end move, though 
routine following a meeting of the 
steelworkers’ wage-policy committee 
earlier this month, was the first ■ 
formal demand for a fourth-round ; 
pay boost by one of the CIO’s “big 
three.” Sim ilar demands are ex­ 
pected to be made soon by the CIO

steelworkers

They now receive a basic 
hourly rate of $1.68. In 1946 they 
received an 18-cent hourly increase, 
got 15 cents additional in 1947 and 
13 cents more last year. 
Murray hasn't indicated the size 
of the pensions he wants for the 
men who make steel. He hasn t in­ 
dicated, either, the pay increase he 
desire. And. as for the total cost of 
his demands on industry, the CIO 
leader’s only estim ate is that the in­ 
surance program he wishes would 
cost industry 8.4 cents per man, per 
hour.

COMMON SHADE TREE 
DISEASES 
Beginning with today’s article, tile 
editor will present a series of de­ 
scriptions of shade tree diseases. 
These are intended to help owners 
to identify diseases as well as to 
practice 
effective 
prevention 
and 
control measures. Succeeding articles 
will appear once or twice a week. 
In the meantime readers are invited 
to write for any further or special 
information they desire on the sub­ 
ject. Diseases will be discussed ac­ 
cording to alphabetical arrangement 
of trees. 
Ailanthus (Tree of Heaven)—Wilt 
usually attacks younger trees. Leaves 
turn yellow slowly and fall. Later 
affected 
branches die. Symptoms 
can be distinguished from foliage 
death caused by drought or starva­ 
tion by brownish discolorations or 
streaks in the wood of infected limbs. 
There is no fungicidal spray or dust 
to control thLs disease. Pruning out 
and burning dLseased branches and 
destruction of entire badly infected 
trees are perhaps the only safe meas­ 
ures. 
Ash—Anthracnose may appear lo­ 
cally, seen as light-brown spots on 
infected leaves, followed by defolia­ 
tion. 
Ash anthracnose 
is 
usually 
more severe after wet weather in 
spring. 
Gathering 
and 
burning 
leaves from infected trees in late 
fall is recommended. Two applica­ 
tions of Bordeaux mixture, one just 
before buds open and the other soon 
after leaves unfold, are advised in 
severe cases of following years when 
the dLsease has been destructive. 
Leaf scorch of ash is similar in 
appearance and effects to that of 
sugar maple and beech trees. It 
usually appears when dry winds and 
bright sunshine follow’ a period of 
excessively 
moist weather. Leaves 
become bronzed, generally in irregu­ 
lar areas, starting at tile edges and 
spreading the discoloration inward 
toward the midriff. Particular trees 
may show infection year after year 
while others remain somewhat im­ 
mune. In many cases the trouble 
arises from deficient soil moisture. 
Feeding with 6-8-6 fertilizer in early 
May, increasing the organic m atter 
content of the soil, and watering 
I through holes made in the soil will 
afford relief in most cases. 
Aspen—Diseases will later be dls- 
I cussed under “Poplar." 
Basswood 
‘Linden)—Anthracnose 
is a fungous disease, causing irregu­ 
lar light-brown spots along the leaf 
veins, with many small spots later

In wet seasons linden anthracnose 
may cause early defoliation.
